For the second time within two years a mother’s attempt to get 
possession of her 65-year-old daughter failed in Judge Hewitt's Superior 


Court yesterday. 
Judge Hewitt denied the writ of 
habeas corpus sought by Mrs, Lots 


Pollan, the mother, to her 
daughter June, who was remanded 


to custo of Mrs. Elsie Shosted, 
her f -mother, Mrs. Pollan’s 
sister. 


Mrs. Pollan’s first court at- 
tempt to get back her child was 


made in Duluth, Minn, eighteen 


months ago. > 
Commenting on the extraordi- 

story revealed by testimony 
in the case, Judge Hewitt said, “I 
hope this little girl may grow up 
ignorant of the great sorrow she 
has caused.” 

The child was born in Inde- 
pendence, Kan., five years ago, 
while her mother was unmarried. 
The mother said that the child is 
a war baby, her father having dis- 
appeared after he had gone to 
France. But Mrs. Shosted tes- 
tified that her sister and her for- 


“mer husband, now dead, had ad- 
-mitted before June's birth that 


the child was theirs, and that she 
had passed off the little girl as her 
own to save her sister's honor and 
her husband's good name. : 
Mre. Pollan said it had been un- 
derstood that she was to have her 
child when she wanted it; but 


that she should keep the baby. 
When June was two years old, 
her mother married Clayton Pol- 
lan, a captain in the United States 


Army, and he promised to help | 


her get back the baby. They fol- 
lowed Mrs. Shosted to Duluth, 
where a writ was sought, and de- 
nied.
